HOW THE CASE LOOKS. 
Special Dupaich to The Chicace Tridbuna. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 5.—The farther the 
impeachment trial progresses, the more evident 
Decomes sie fact Wat tlie meuagers On 
the part of the House are no matoh for the 
brilliant and able counsel of the impeached Seo- 
retary. This is now the universal verdict here, al- 
thongh it may be a hasty one, for several of the 
managers have not yet been heard. The victo- 
ry to-day was all on the side of the counsel. 
Carpenter spoke for nearly three hours, 
jaying first a strong foundation for 
his argument, and then building upon it a struc- 
ture at once massive and symmetrical and pic- 
turesque. Nothing whatever was said as to the 
merits of the case, the discussion being con fined 
entirely the question of the Senate's jurisaic- 
tion. Carpenter la ts down the broad principle 
that Belknap is, and was at the time of the im- 
peachment, a private citizen, and then he went 
on to show that there was no authority to im- 
peach a private citizen, He said it was the 
Office that was im not the person. 

It is generally admitted that the managers 
have the weaker side, and that the Senate will 
at once decide that it bas no jurisdiction. The 
arguments will probably close on Monday.

THE ARGUMENTS. 

Wasurnaton, D. C., May 5.—The Senate this 
morning, after agreeing upon a recess for three 
days next week, resumed consideration of the 
articles of impeachment, and Mr. Carpenter 
for the respondent began bis ar- 
gument on the question of jurisdiction.

After the recess Mr. Carpenter resumed and 
finished bis He was followed by Mr. 
Knott in of the managers, who argued 
that the real question before the court was 
whether they exercised the functions devolved 
upon them as the highest court known to our 

verument by virtue of a constitutional power, 
or merely at the will and pleasure of the ac- 
cused. There was not a solitary syliable in any 
of the provisions of the Constitution which 
limited the power of the House ef Repre- 
sevtatives to prefer, or of the Senate 
to try, articles of impeachment to tne 
time during which the party accused shall 
remain in office, or to any other time whatever. 
Tos very moment ac impeachable offense was 
committed the guilty party became liable to im- 
prisonment, and there was not a word in any of 
the provisions of the Constitution relieving him 
from that liability upon termination of his 
office, whether by resignation or otherwise. 

At thie point Mr. Knott said that he disliked 
extrémely asking a favor at the hands of the 
Senate, but be was suffering such physical pain 
that he must ask for adjournment. 

The Senate, si as a Court of Impeach- 
ment, adjourned until to-morrow.

HIS RECORD AS A WITNESS.

Wasurncron, D. C., May 5.—Gen. Ouster, when 
before the Clymer Committee, assumed a great 
deal of virtue for having stopped the delivery at 
bis post of some corn which belonged to the In- 
dian Department.

Gen. Terry says he never 
sent the report to the War Department, nor did 
he pretend to give any order to Gen. Custer, ex- 
cept on his own authority. It is said by those 
who have carefully examined Gen. Custer's tes- 
timony before this Committee that there is vot 
a statement of factin it tending to prove any 
fraudulent matter whatever that is stated on his 
own authority and personal knowledge.

Carcaco, May 5.—In a recent issue of Tar

Daniel O'Leary's name. It reflected in a very 
untalied-for manner upon the walking tourne- 
ment which is to begin om the 15th of this 
month, the managers of the tournament, and 
his friends who had entered him for the long- 
distance walk. 

O'Leary states that he knew nothing of the 
proposed tournament until he saw a dispatch a 
few days prior to the date of hiscard. This is 
not the case, as I bad several conversations 
with him previous to his departure for Oali- 
fornia, and he understood perfectly well that if 
the Exposition Building could be obtained for 
the purpose a walking tournament would be 
held. 0 also 8 to Mr. Osgood, the 
Superintendent of the Exposition Building, with 
regard to the possibility of obtaining the build- 
ing. None else besides O Leary was spoken to 
on the project until several weeks afterw 
when application was made for the use of the 
Exposition Building. The final arrangements 
were not made until April 5, and that week a 
circular was prepared setting forth the prizes 
and conditions, rules, etc., of the tournament 
and Yen medal. This circular was pub- 
lished April 10, and the t two copies ad- 
dressed by me were sent to O'Leary and his 
agent. Circulars were also sent to several prom- 
inent athletes, and to ail the daily papers in San 
Francisco. In addition thereto the following 
dispatch, signed by two prominent citizens, well 
known as being O'Leary's best friends and most 
prominent supporters, was sent to O'Leary, ad- 
dressed to the building in which he was then 
walking: 

Great champion tournament in Ohicago May 15. 
Make no engagements that will interfere. We have 
entered you. Will write particulars. 

The letter referred to in the telegram was 
duly sent, but to neither circulars, letters, nor 
telegram was any reply received. It is evident, 
however, that he must have received some, if 
not all, of the communications, otherwise they 
would have been returned. Besides, we find that 
the tournament was common talkin San Fran- 
cisco as early as April — 222 a car- 
reapandent wrote tothe New York 8 In, 
aod, commenting on O Leary late gee : 
I believe it is his intention to take part in the 
pee tournament at Chicago, commencing 

y 15." In O’Leary’s card, although he die- 
claims any knowledge of the tournament outside 
of the press dispatch, he quotes from one of the 
rules governing the champion medal, and says 
that the winner of the medal will in all proba- 
bility hear from him, as it is “ open to challenge 


at any time.” 

No reply having been received it was deemed 
expedient to send another telegram, and April

To this dispatch no auswer was returned. and 
the first communication seen from O'Leary, by 
the gentlemen who entered bim or the mana- 
gers of the tournament, was his pubtished card. 
It his entry was unauthorized it could be can- 
ceiled without ling the tournament an ad- 
venture“ or writing as be did of his two friends 
who took the responsibility ot entering bim. 
The impression sought to be conveyed that his 
name was used by the managers as an advertise- 
ment is an erroneous one, as the entries will be 
much larger without him, and consequently the 
interest much greater, for the general public 
prefer to see a close and interesting contest be- 
tween balf a dozen instead of half that number.

THE CENTENNIAL CONCERT. 
The first grand Centenpial celebration in 


America, under the auspices of the First Regi- 
ment I. S. G., was inaugurated in the Exposi- 
tion Building last evening. It was a marvelous 
success, and elegantiv carried out. Gilmore's 
Band, with Miss Thursby, Mme. Papenheim, 
Levy, and Arbuckle, all have friends and are a 
great attraction ; but the srrangements made 
by the First Regiment and the plans, which 


were carried out in every detail, assured suc- 
cess. from the start. 
The large building was arranged under the 
supervision of Quartermaster Gillespie, who 
—— the decorations, which were remarkable 
or their neatness and taste. On entering the 
hall from the Adams street front, the place 
| cooked a bower of plants, hanging-baskets, and 
flage. Under the galleries was hung draped bunt- 
ing, and baskets containing vines and plants. 
Amer:can meee mammoth in size, were shaped in 
graceful folds, and formeda sort of canopy. 
Immediately m front of the main entrance, 
against the gallery, were arranged a number 
of silk flags At each side pang, tase bearing 
the coat-of-arms of this State. tween them 
flags of England, France, aud Germany, 
aud in the centre were the Stars and Siri 
Machinery Hall was divided off by a partition of 
mammoth flags. The entrances were festooned 
with bunting. Between them was formed a tent 
of the same material, over which was placed a 
picture of Washington, aod within was a stack 
of arms. The Machinery Hall itself was occn- 
ed by theregimental arms and accoutrements. 
‘ne front of the galleries was hidden by 
a mass of red. white, and blue bunt- 
ing. Miniature flags were everywhere, in- 
terspetsed with flage bearing the Liberty 
Bellzand the names of the States of the Union. 
The Goddess of Liberty, with a wreath of 
laurel im her hand, was conspicuous in many 
places. To the south of the fountain the stage 
for Gilmore's band had been fixed, cornered at 
each end and in the centre with vases of plants. 
it was also amply and tastely decorated with 
flags and evergreens. In the centre, facing 
north, was placed a raised dais for the soloists 
and singers of the evening. On the northeast 
side of the stage stood a concert-grand piano, 
In the centre overhead was an eagle, from 
which were pendant red, white, and blue rib- 
boos. Flags there were in profusion, aad 
arranged in a most pleasing manner. Tak- 
ing the decorations in all, they were elaborate, 
and artistic throughout. From each chandelier 
bung a ball of minature flags. The cupola was 
not forgotten, for from its centre also floated 
Small flags and bunting. 
At 7 o clock the commons to the south of the 
building commenced to roar; and carriages to 
arrive from which emerged fair occupants and 
their escorts at the door. Soon after a stream 
of humanity commenced to flow into the baild- 
ing. People came from every direction, and 
kept pouring, pouring in, till after 9 o'clock. The 
number Which attended the concert was not les# 
than 12,000. The galleries were crowded in 
every part, and crowded to repletion. Around 
tue musio-etand the audience gathered in im- 
mense force. From 6 to 8 o'clock the 
fountain bad been kept playing, bat its music 
ceased when the opening strains from Gilmore's 
Band began to float upon the air. The audience 
was a credit to the city. It was large, intelli- 
gent, attentive, andappreciative. Applause was 
liberally bestowed, and all ap to enjoy 
themselves. Gilmore had given six numbers

Banner.“ In her second number, Arditri’s

The decision will be of considera- 
ble interest to business-men and banks, and 
the opinion will be found in another column.

Curcaco Tarn has on this question, as on 
all others, acted for the public imterest in 
urging that the Republican party cut away 
from all connection with the corruption of 
the past ; that it extirpate and cast off every 
person and policy that had the least com- 
plicity with fraud and dishonesty, and that 
it would give the people the earnest assurance 
of a thorough reform and purification of 
the whole administrative service of the 
Government. Believing such to be the 
future policy and purpose of the Republican 
party, we have thought it to be our duty to 
furnish all the information calculated to aid 
the public in selecting a candidate whose 
own personal history and character and 
whose official record would give the best 
assurance to the public that such a policy 
would be honestly and fearlessly executed. 
We have inclined to the opinion that, taking 
all things into consideration, Barstow was 
the best and safest man for the occasion, and 
while we have never said that he is sure to 
be nominated, we have declared that in our 
judgment he ought to be nominated, and, if 
nominated, we have no doubt that he will be 
elected.

His grandfather, a soldier of 
the War of 1812, was a Baptist minister and 
an anti-slavery man; his father was a Whig 
emancipationist, who,/ inheriting slaves 
through his wife’s parents, immediately grant- 
ed all of them their liberty, except a few whose 
age or infirmity prevented them earning a 
living, and these, through feelings of hu- 
manity, the father supported. It was in a 
family of this kind, which for two genera- 
tions had been anti-slavery, that Barstow 
was raised. He inherited and was edu-

Kentucky, where it required more than ordi- 
nary strength of character to resist the 
personal, social, and political ostraciam which 
pursued every Abolitionist. Itis within the 
memory of men now living when Abo- 
litioniste" were mobbed even in Boston, and 
it has been but a very few years since the 
term Abolitionist ” was generally resented 
as a personal insult in Ohicago. During the 
last sixty years there was in Kentucky, in 
the heart of an excitable slave-holding com- 
munity, a family of sturdy Abolitionists 
bravely denouncing slavery, practically eman- 
cipating their slaves, and boldly, by precept 
and example, in the face of intolerant pro- 
scription, opposing the ‘‘ peculiar institu- 
tion.” In this family Mr. Bristow was 
raised and educated. When the Republican 
party was organized, there were few men in 
Kentucky who dared to admit that they be- 
longed to it; among these few were the 
Baistows. In 1860 they were numerous 
enough to poll 1,364 votes for Lixcoty, and 
among these were the Bristows. At that 
time and for years previous the popular 
title given to these anti-slavery men was 
„Black Republicans,” and the term was 
freely applied by men who were then Demo- 
crats, and who now, conspicuous as Republic- 
ans, say itis unsafe to nominate Bristow 
because he was born in the South. 

When the War broke out, Bristow, then a 
young lawyer enjoying a large legal prac- 
tice, declared for the Union. He was 
Lieutenant-Colonel of one of the first Union 
regiments raised in Kentucky ; subsequently 
he raised another regiment, of which he be- 
came Colonel, and it was part of this regi- 
ment that captured Joun Morean in his raid 
in Ohio and Indiana. While in the army he 
was elected to the State Senate, and during 
his whole term was the leader of the Repub- 
lican and anti-slavery party in that body. 
His votes in that body on every question of 
a party character were in keeping with his 
Republican and anti-slavery Whig record. 
He voted with the minority in favor of ratify- 
ing the Thirteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution abolishing slavery. Bristow, with 
his little band of Radical Republicans, faith- 
ful to principle and unawed by threats, 
fought the battle of the Union in the Legis- 
lature to the last. In 1868 he stumped the 
State for Grant, and in 1871 for Gen. 
Haran, the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, who received nearly 90,000 votes. 
His speeches during that campaign are dis- 
tinguished alike for their ability as for their 
radical defense of the principles of the Re- 
publican party. 

There is nothing in the past history of Mr. 
Barstow to cause the slightest fear that, if 
elected, he may prove untrue to his party. 
Anna Linooin, Ricwarp Yates, and Ricsz- 
arp J. OciesBy,—three men known to every 
man in Illinois, - were all born in Kentucky, and 
yet neither of them was ever so identifled in 
their lives, personally and socially, with the 
abolitjon of slavery, as Baistow, who almost 
alone, against the entire public opinion of 
the people of that State, bravely and reso- 
lutely from his earliest manhood opposed and 
denounced the institution, and upheld the 
cause of the Union and of the Republican 
party against State Sovereignty and seces- 
sion, and against the Confederates. 

It was on this record, backed up dy the 
personal character of the man, his inflexible 
integrity, his vigorous intellect, his indomit- 
able courage, and his hatred of dishénest of- 
ficials, that we have felt it to be our duty as 
a journalist to suggest that Mr. Bristow’s 
nomination will best fill the measure of the 
popular expectation of the man needed at 
this particular juncture to execute the need- 
ed general reform in the public service. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ANSWER. 

The fellow in the play, who goes around 
with a green umbrella poking his nose into 
everybody's affairs and his umbrella into 
everybody’s ribs, has a numerous prototype 
among the Democratic members of Congress. 
Cuymer, and Cabrio, and Cars, and 
Bracknunx, and other small fry, have vari- 
ously assumed the character of Paul Pry 
with the usual and proper discomfiture, and 
now Mr. Briacxsugsn has been summarily, 
even though figuratively, kicked down stairs, 
where he ought to stay. A Paul Pry is cer- 
tainly a very disagreeable and objectional 
person on general principles, but his career 
during the present Congress has been rather 
beneficial than otherwise to the Republican 
Administration and party. For instance, Mr. 
BLackKBvUEN’s impertinent resolution, calling 
upon the President for information which 
Congress had no authority to ask, gave Gen. 
Grant the opportunity for an official reply 
to the Democratic criticism which has been 
made for years on his occasional absence 
from Washington. As long as this criticism 
was confined to party newspapers and the 
stump-speeches of his political opponents, it 
would have been undignified in the President 
of the United States to take notice of it even 
though it was entirely unjust ; but when Con- 
gress gave an Official expression to this criti- 
cism, it was proper for Gen. Grant to reply to 
it in fitting terms, and indicate not merely its 
injustice, but also its impertinence. This he 
has done thoroughly in the recent message he 
sent to the House. 

The popular interest in this controversy 
will be mainly confined to the answer the 
President makes to the charge that he has 
neglected his duties by absenting himself 
from the Capital during the dog-days, and by 
an occasional attendance upon conspicuous 
public celebrations. There is something in- 
finitesimally small in the assumption that 
the American people deny to their Chief 
Executive the midsummer holiday taken by 
the most obscure clerk in any of the 
Government Departments in Washington. A 
continuous residence in that city during the 
summer, particularly for persons who were 
not reared in the climate, is not merely dis- 
agreeable, but dangerous. There is a sullen 
sort of sultriness about Washington summer 
weather, with its scorching sun and lack of 
winds. The situation is low, and the city is 
cut off by the surrounding hills from the 
purification of the winds. It is too far re- 
moved from the sea to enjoy the salt air, and 
the Potomac at low water diffuses noxious 
and unhealthy smells. In escaping from all 
this, the President selected a summer resi- 
dence within reach of the Capital by a few 
hours of travel and a few minutes’ commu- 
nication by telegraph. There is no evidence 
that the public business has ever suffered 
from this temporary absence from the Capi- 
tal. The other occasions of Gen. Grant's 
absence from the Capital have been 
a few days’ rapid journey to his St. 
Louis farm, an attendance upon the wedding 
of a son, the presence at a funeral of some 
distinguished American like Horace Grezey, 
or the participation m a Grand Army re- 
union, or some other occasion of national 
celebration. But he has never yet gone 
junketing about the country to make political 
speeches, like his immediate predecessor, nor 
has he (notwithstanding the superior facilities 


ef communication) absented himself in the 


aggregate so much as many of the distin- 
guished Democratic gentlemen who held the 
office in the “good old days.” Mr. Jurrun- 
som, it appoars from the record, was absent 
from the Capital more than two years out of 
the eight which he served as President; all 
the incumbents of the office, from Wasntwo- 
tow to Lixcotn, exercised their own discre- 
tion about absenting themselves, and many of 
them spent much more of their time else- 
where than Gen. Grant has spent. 

As to the inference from the House resolu- 
tion, that the President has no authority to 
do any official acts outside of Washington, it 
simply shows the ignorance of the men whom 
the Democrats have chosen to represent them 
in Congress. There is nothing in the Con- 
stitution, nor in the laws of the United 
States, nor in the precedents, which warrants 
any such assumption. The only location of 
the seat of Government contained in the 
Constitution is in the enumeration of the 
powers of Congress, which says that Con- 
gress shall exercise exclusive legislation 
in all cases whatsoever over such district 
(not exceeding 10 miles square) as may, 
by cession of particular States and the ac- 
ceptance of Congress, become the seat 
of the Government of the United States,” 
etc. But there is nothing requiring 
the constant residence of the President in 
that seat of Government, though it is 
evidently his implied duty to make it his 
headquarters. There are many supposable 
circumstances, however, which would neces- 
sitate his removal, and many former Presi- 
eents (among them WasHINGTON, Apams, 
Jerrerson and Mapison) exercised the pow- 
ers of the office at a distance from the Capital 
at their own pleasure and convenience. Nor 
were any of these gentlemen ever called upon 
by a Congress of ignoramuses to make apology 
or explanation for doing what they had a 
right todo. As to Mr. BLacxnonx, who in- 
stigated the adoption of the impudent reso- 
lution of inquiry, it will be well for his con- 
stituents to relegate him to private life until 
he shall have acquired some of the rudiments 
of law and the public service. 


HENDSICES’ APOLOGY FOR THE NEGRO 
MASSACRE. 


With feeling of profound relief the country 
had settled down to the conviction that the 
last had been heard of the White-Line justifi- 
cation of massacres of negroes,—to-wit: that 
invariably in self-defense the White-Liners 
had to slaughter the blacks. It has been ad- 
vanced for the whole terrible catalogue of 
negro-murdering from the outset down to 
Yazoo and Coushatta Parish, until even the 
White-Liners of Mississippi scarce have the 
effrontery to longer seek shelter behind such 
pitiful plea. It has remained for His Excel- 
lency Gov. Henpricxs, of Indiana, to again 
urge this justification in its thinnest guise 
for the White-Line massacre of negroes 
at Indianapolis at the late election. 
He did so in bis interview with a 
Trrsvunz reporter, published yesterday. But 
for the negro-repeating, Gov. HN DRI 
explained, there would have been no trouble. 
Hitherto, as everybody knows, the high art 
of repeating has been monopolized by its 
Democratic inventors. They have regularly 
carried New York City elections by repeat- 
ing; by that carried the State for Szymour 
for Governor by 40,000 majority ; and have 
practiced repeating in every city in the 
country, including Indianapolis, as doubtless 
they did there at the late election. It is not 
disputed that the blacks are learning rapidly, 
but that they should already have attained 
the Democratic high art of repeating, and 
that they should have ventured to practice 
it, too, in the face of such threats as were 
openly made against them on election-day at 
Indianapolis, is simply incredible, and unless 
Gov. Henpricxs adduces satisfactory evi- 
dence in support of this charge he will be 
set down as a deliberate falsifier. 

The charge of negro-repeating, however, is 
only made by Gov. Henpzicxs in palliation 
of the negro-massacre which he decorously 
deplores, just as the well-to-do planters of 
Mississippi are wont to cite the ‘‘ nigger in- 
solence” that provokes their young men to 
slaughter of niggers. Gov. Henpricxs goes 
on to say that at 6 o'clock in the evening 
—when the negroes ought to have completed 
their repeating—word seems to have been 
conveyed to the Fourth (a negro) Ward that 
in the Sixth (an Irish) Ward the colored 
voters were, as the Governor mildly puts it, 
being imposed upon.” The negroes of the 
Fourth Ward knew enough to know that that 
meant the colored voters were at the mercy 
of a Democratic mob i: the Sixth, and 
a hundred of them started to the rescue. 
Gov. Hznpricxs says that the hundred, on 
arriving at the Sixth Ward, found all quiet, 
but proceeded to raise a rumpus by attempt- 
ing repeating there, which they were not 
permitted to do; and thereon arose the riot 
in which only negroes were wounded and 
killed. 

His Excéllency had very little to say about 
the murder done, but dilates upon the pre- 
tended négro outrage upon the ballot in a 
placid served-them-right strain that irresisti- 
bly prompts inquiry as to what ghost of a 
chance of a Democratic victory there would 
be in most of the Democratic city strong- 
holds if repeaters were summarily dispatched 
upon the spot, as from his statement, the in- 
ference is, was done at Indianapolis. A very 
plain statement of the facts as given by eye- 
witnesses, published in his own city and re- 
printed in Tae Trisune of yesterday, dis- 
poses of his lame apology for this Democratic 
massacre of negro voters. Word was sent to 
the Fourth Ward that an attack had been 
made upon negro voters in the Sixth, and a 
party started to their rescue. But before 
reaching the Sixth the report was discovered 
to be false, and they began returning. Then 
it was that the mob attack—which, from the 
Governor’s own statement, it appears had 
been threatened all day—was madeupon them, 
and the negroes as they fled were shot down. 
The pursuit continued as long as there was a 
negro in sight, the mob shouting Kill the 
niggers,” What right have they to vote?” 
“Shoot them,” etc. Then the dead were 
gathered up and there was no white man 
among them, but the Democratic police, who 
had been foremost in the outrage, arrested a 
lot of negroes for riot. The facts need no 
comment. They disclose that the massacre 
was the result of the White-Line barbarism 
which nullifies the Fifteenth Amendment by 
shooting colored voters. Gov. Hewnpricxs 
appeals to that barbarism by apologizing for 
the murderers, and he further identifies 
himself therewith by perverting the facts to 
make that barbarous apology, while he dis- 
tinguishes himself by his conspicuous neglect 
to offer rewards for the apprehenmon of the 
murderers he apologizes for.

LOCAL TAXATION AND DEBI IN ENGLAND. 
The March number of Fraser Magazine 
contains a criticism upon the Annual Report 
of the English Local Government Board, 
which brings out some facts touching local 
taxation and local government which are not 
generally known or understood in this coun- 
try, a summary of which will prove of in- 
terest, as giving a general view of the ex- 
penditure of England. The amount of the 
national expenditure for 1874 was $374,640,- 
200, which has since been increased $385,- 
000,000, and in addition to this sum there has 
been expended under the head of local tax- 
ation $163,324,775, thus making the total 
national outlay $583,333,333. The increase 
of local indebtedness has been remarkable. 
While the expenditure under the head of 
local taxation has been $163,324,775," the 
amount raised by annual imposts has been 
only $114,785,155, leaving a difference of 
$48,539,620, representing the debt incurred 
during the year. The local taxation as com- 
pared with our own country is only about 
one-half the latter. Our local taxation in 1870 
was $280,591,521, and during the succeeding 
six years it has probably increased to $350,- 
000,000,—the excess over the English tax be- 
ing due to our larger country and population, 
although Great Britain has twice the amount 
of property drawing interest to be levied on. 
The Statistical Department of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board also furnishes some interest- 
ing figures respecting the total indebtedness 
of the local authorities of England for loans 
in 1873, 74, 75, the aggregate of which 
reaches the hand esum of $415,310,000, 
the heavier amounts\ of which were raised at 
44 per cent, giving an approximate annual 
amount of interest of $18,675,000, which is 
17 per cent of the interest of the permanent 
national debt, the latter amounting to $108,- 
900,140. The total expenditure of this local 
taxation is divided into seven heads, the 


items of which are as follows: 

1. Protection of life and property. ........§ 19,516,205 

2. Public health and convenience.......... 53,707,350 

3. Land and sea communications : 

4. Preservation of lands 

5. Relief of the poor 1 

6 Education and religion

The two most important items in this 
schedule are the fifth and second, and in one 
of these taxation has been remunerative, and 
in the other a return has not been had for the 
money. The expenditure for relief of the 
poor seems to have been somewhat remarka- 
ble in its results, as a few figures will show. 
The mean number of paupers in receipt of 
relief from rates in 1874 was less than that 
in any year since 1849, which is the first year 
for which figures are given. In the quarter 
of a century which has intervened, the pan- 
perism of the country has been reduced ons.

entire distance to be enlarged would probably not ex- 
ceed 300 versts, it would be completed in about six 
years, after which the filling would proceed with a 
current of about 20 kilometres per hour, so that, at 
the end of forty years from the beginning of the 
work, the levels of the two seas would be so nearly 
uniform that navigation of the new channel could be- 
gin. 

This time it is proposed to shorten still 
more by uniting the Don and the Volga, 
which would require only a very short cut- 
ting, and, by reversing the current of the 
Don as the current of the Chicago River 
was reversed, making it empty into the Cas- 
pian Sea through the Volga, instead of into 
the Sea of Azof, its present outlet. By these 
operations it*is contended that an additional 
area of nearly of nearly one-half would be 
made to the Caspian Sea, thus increasing the 
rainfall proportionately of the districts adja- 
cent to the Caspian, and also the rainfall up- 
on the slopes drained into the Aral Sea and 
Lake Balkash. 

These natural results are not the only 
changes Mr. Sralpmo foresees. There are 
also material results of the utmost impor- 
tance to Russia. By his scheme a new Medi- 
terranean would be created, navigeble for 
large ships from the borders of Persia to 
about the 50th parallel of north latitude, 
along the estuaries formed by the Ural and 
the Volga, and navigable for smaller sea-go- 
ing vessels to Orenburg on the Ural anda 
point still further north on the Volga, thus 
giving access to the forests, coal, iron, and 
other ores of Eastern Russia. In point of 
fact, Mr. Spatpine grows quite eloquent in 
his prophecies. He says: 

By the construction of lines of railway from the 
central portions of Western Siveria to Orenburg, the 
shipment of grain and other heav agricultural pro- 
ductions of that region would greatly increase, be- 
cause these require the cheaper water transportation 
to stimulate increased production, By railways from 
Toorkistan and Western China to’ the River Emba, a 
port in the valley of that now useless stream would 
soon come into existence where the wool, cotton, tea, 
and other productions of those countries would be ex- 
changed with the Mediterranean for the fruits, wines, 
and manufactures of that region. The productions 
of Persia and her importa also would be sent to the 
harbor formed by the Atreck River, instead of going 
to the Indian Ocean and the Persian Gulf. And thus 
this new Mediterranean would rival in importance the 
well-known sea of ancient and modern times. 

Whether all Mr. SrALDINd's eloquent proph- 
ecies of the material results which will flow 
from his scheme will ever be realized may 
admit of doubt, but its effects upon the phys- 
ical condition of the country are in accord- 
ance with natural laws, and, as it is shown 
that the work can be easily and satisfactorily 
accomplished at reasonable expense and with- 
in reasonable time, it is not at all improbable 
that the Commission now investigating the 
scheme may report favorably upon it to the 
Government ; and it adds to the probability of 
its acceptance that, if successful, it is in con- 
sonance with Russia’s ideas upon the Eastern 
question.

£119,315 by rural sanitary authorities, by way of loan. 
At the same time the greatest anxiety is manifested, 
in many places, for definite official counsel as to the 
best mode of dealing with the pressing nuisance of 
sewage. The beneficial action which might be expect- 
ea from the administration has been paralyzed by the 
misdirection given to legisiation in 1872. Opposite 
and contradictory demands are made on the local au- 
thorities. They are enjoined to remove offensive 
matter from habitations, They are prohibited from 
throwing it into the rivers, They ask in vain for ad- 
vice as to what they are to do to get rid of it, 


The failure seems to arise not so much from 
ignorant administration of the laws as from 
the inoperative character of the special act 
passed by Parliament in 1872. With refer- 
ence to the other items in the schedule, the 
taxation seems to have been remunerative, 
the average Englishman getting a fair return 
for the money which he has paid to the local 
Government, which is much more than the 
average American can say, especially if he 
happens to live in Chicago. 

A COLOSSAL PROJECT. 

Mr. Sram, a distinguished American en- 
gineer, has submitted a scheme to the Rus- 
sian Government for the improvement of the 
great sterile waste in Central Asia, which is 
commanding unusual attention in Russia, and 
is now the subject of very earnest discussion 
and investigation by the Imperial Geograph- 
ical and Statistical Commission of that 
country. His proposition is tantamount to 
turning the Mediterranean Sea into Asia, and 
thus irrigating the arid wates adjacent to the 
Caspian and Black Seas. The substance of 
Mr. Spauprna’s proposition is to the follow- 
ing effect: The Ural and Volga Rivers, 
which empty into the Caspian Sea and drain 
a large part of the Russian Empire, have for 
a great length of time, by the usual pro- 
cesses of detrition and alluvion, deposited the 
soil of the districts drained by them into the 
Caspian, until the dimensions of the sea 
have been greatly reduced, so that by the 
absence of rain in that region, and the 
diminution of space available for evap- 
oration, there is a prospect that eventually 
the sea will become a marsh and the country 
a desert. The same causes have been in 
operation upon the Sea of Aral, east of the 
Caspian, and Lake Balkash, on the border of 
Toorkistan and the Chinese Empire, so that 
a great desert is now in process of formation 
in Central Asia and in the very midst of the 
Russian Empire. To check this sterile 
growth and to save lands which are still pro- 
ductive is the purpose of Mr. Sram. 

In looking about for the requisite supply of 
water, he finds it in the Black Sea, which is 
much higher than the Caspian, and has im- 
mediate connection with the Mediterranean, 
thus securing an unfailing and ample supply 
of water. To accomplish this he proposes to

The programme arranged for the fourth Na- 
tional Prison Congress, to open at New York on 
the 6th of June, contemplates a more practical 
discussion of the reforms needed than has yet 
been had. One of the leading topics for consid- 
eration will be as to a Penitentiary code. Practi- 
cally the government of the penal institutions of 
this country is vested absolutely in the officials 
in charge, unrestricted by law, except in some of 
the States by statutes forbidding specitied modes 
of barbarous puoishment for violation of the 
prison rules. For the rest, the convict impris- 
oned as punishmeut for a crime of which, upon 
trial and after full defense, be was proved 
guilty, is practically subject to punishment 
for infraction of the prison rules, o7 
what the officials in charge choose to copside 
each, as often and as severely as they please to 
inflict it. There is secured to him no trial, ner 
opportunity to present bis defense, and his ar 
ouser is as well his judge, from which theres 
mo appeal, and executioner, No man can be 
sent to jail for a day until after trial and prof 
of his guilt to the satisfaction of an impartul 
jury. But without trial, without defense, ani 
without the fact ever being made known that

| the barbarous tortures inflicted in the pris um 
for noming violation of some prison rule. A 
code is required that shall detine reasonale 
rules, provide for fair trial where « conve’ is 
charged with breach of these, and prescri'oere- 
cisely the punishment that shall follow eavic- 
tion. The Prison Congress cannot do etter 
than to outline such a code, and use eves exer- 
tion to secure its adoption by the Legialsures of 
the several States.

ADDRESS FROM THE BOSTON BRISTOW CLUB. 


The Bristow Club bad its origin in the de- 
mand, so generally felt, that the reform move- 
ment ought to be organized. 

Everybody recognizes the need of reform. 
The state of our politics has never been so bad 
as itis now. Corrupt men control to a danger- 
ous extent the working of our political parties, 
and even the highest administrative fuoctions of 
the Government are seriously affected by the 
vices of the age. A member of the Cabinet is 
now standiug his trial by impeachment at the 
bar of the Senate. “ Rings” of miserable, seif- 
secking, greedy politicians control more than one 


of our large cities. Associations for cheating the 


Government out of millions of taxes, to whose 


echemes officials of the Goverument lend tn em- 


selves, have become so formidable that they 
well-nigh defy even the strongest assaults. Nor 
is thie ail. The Federal office-holders are train- 
ed to work for their political chiefs, and in 
every election, State as well as national, their 
woell-dritled ranks are a power which is hostile to 
the freedom of our institutions.

CLEANING OUT THE ABORIGINES. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune : 

CMO, May 5.—Many of your readers were 
interested no doubt in reading the full catalogue 
(publisted in Tun Trisunz a week or two ago) 
of plants belonging so the Ranunculus order, 
which flourish or have flourished about the sub- 
urbs of Chicago. Such catalogues are full of 
interest not only to the tyro but the veteran 
botanist. But it should be remembered that the 
localities of many annuals, or even perennials, 
which are not woody in structure, change with 
their varying environment. Especially is this 
the case with the Ranunculaceae. As the ety- 
mology of the word signifies, they are mostly 
such plants as are found in marshy places, the 
haunts of frogs. A sewer, an open ditch, or 
a turopike, which drains the und, puts to 
flight such plants as are udinous in their 
habits. The writer well remembers when three- 
cornered rushes, purple gerardias, parnassia, 
iris, hypoxis. and at least two varieties of lo- 
belia grew on the Long John tract, bounded by 
Thirty-second and Thirty-fifth streets, and by 
State street and Indiana avenue. The Douglas 
place sewer, with other street improvements, 
which rendered the land dry, put an instant 
end to their growth in that locality. 

To him who, in the love of Nature, holds 
commupion with her visible forms, and especial- 
ly the wonderfully regular forms of the plant- 
world; to him who flees trom the dusty 
city for a few hours’ respite, to seek 
these objects, such catalogues as Tur 
Triscune published are of great value. But if 
from time to time Tas Tarsune would publish 
not merely the localities, but the times of bloom- 
ing of plants accessible to the Chicago plant 
hunter, it would do a good serviceto many a 
budding naturalist, who goes forth with the box 
and manual to hunt down the floral denizens of 
ravine, grove, and prairie to make them his 
prizes. 

Eleven years ago there was no place in the 
immediate vicinity of Chicago so rich in the va- 
riety of its native vegetal growth as a grove sit- 
uated north of the North Branch and west of the 
Milwaukee & Chicago Railroad. At that time

The 
Chihuahua, Mexico. which says : 
a prominent citizen and banker of this city, the 
proprietor of one of the largest and wealthiest 
estates in Chihuahua, has shipped to the Centen- 
nial an aerolite of about 1 ton weight. In 1855 
Mr. Muller, then living on a large estate in the 
northeastern part of ibuahna, directed some 
of hia mento dig into the old Aztec ruins in 
search of specimens of their earthenware, of 
which they revealed some quite curious and 
beautiful. Casas Grande’ was a famous old 
village of the Aztecs. and one of the three im- 

t towns which they built, and where they 

ived elong timein their gradual invasion of 
Mexico and their advance to the City of Mexico. 
In excavating the ruins of the largest buildings 
in the old village they found the walis plastered 
with a fine clay, smooth and well colored, and 
in there ruins, after finding beauttful specimens 
of pottery, they met this mass of meteoric iron, 
wrapped in the remains of a heavy cloth, 10 or 
15 feet deep. The impression of cioth 1s still 
visible. It was probably bright when so carefully 
clothed. It is fair to presume thatthe meteor, 
rushing through the heavens with a great noise, 
in an ignited state, emitting intense heat and 
dazzling light, was received * the ignorant 
superstitions of the natives as a divine agent or 
manifestation, and was, when their fears and 
amazement had sufficiently subsided, carefully 
placed in their temple, or they erected a temple 
on the spot where it fell to contain it and preserve 
it for their worship. This seems more probable 
from the fact that in the ruins, except 
this meteoric iron and the earthenware, 
nothing was found but 2 turtle, kl 
fully end beautifully made of copper, 
believed to have been one of their deines.

The work which Dr. Hentz performed in clas- 
sifying the spiders of the United States was 
similar to that whioh Audubon executed in de- 


termining the species of our native birds. Dr. 
H. was one of the pioneers in American ento- 
mology, and was the very first to give extended 
and systematic study to the group of Arachnides. 
He came to this country in 1816, and for thirty 
years devoted all his leisure to the study of 
these insects. His papers containing deserip- 
tions of the various species observed were, with 
the exception of a few of the first, published in 
the Journal of the Boston Society of Natural 
History. The entire series, delineating upwards 
of 250 species, are now collected from 
the scattered volumes where they origi- 
nally appeared, and presented in book-form. 
A preface, containing s biographical sketch of 
Dr. Hentz, is furnished by Mr. Edward Burgess, 
and a number of valuable notes are added by 
Mr. J. H. Emerton. These, with twenty-one 
plates, illustrating ali the species described, 
constitute altogether a monograph of exceeding 
interest and service to the student of Arachnol- 


ogy. It may be said to be unique, as no work 
ing it in completeness and importance 
has been published upon the spiders of North 


rica. 

The work is in great part technical, and adapt- 
ed particularly to the uses of the specialist ; yet, 
among the observations recorded of the ite 
of the spiders, there is much that would engage 
the attention of the general reader. For in- 
stance, in treating of the genus Lycosa, which 
contains the large burrowing spiders, Dr. Hentz 
relates that It isin this genus also tha: one 
may witness astonishing instances of maternal 
tenderness and courage; and that, too, in the 
most cruel race of animals. —4 race in 
which ferocity renders even the approach 
of the sexes « perilous act, and con- 
demns every individual to perpetual solitude 
and apprehensions of ite mud.

LORD HOUGHTON’S POEMS.

„Poems of Many Years;” and, in 1844, by «a 
fourth, styled ‘*‘ Palm-Leaves.” These, with 
additions, and some omissions suggested by the 
matured taste of the writer, are now united in a 
complete edition, which is put forth in two neat 
volumes, accompanied with a portrait. 

The poetry of Lord Houghton is marked by 
the grace and ¢@ of a refined and culti- 
vated mind, which the faculty of expressing 
itself in tale and polished verses. It never

Recently, in looking over some papers ins 
wore and worm-eaten vaiise, I found an old 
memorandum or note-book, in which were noted 
various incidents and impressions of the early 
days of the Rebeliion, long since forgotten or 
faintly remembered, but which were vividly 
brought back to memory by scanning the faded 
pencil-marks contained in the still more faded 
old book. Among the jottings I select’ some 
pertaining to men, and the acts performed by 
them, of Chicago aad our glorious Illinois, which 
may be interestang to some of your readers: 

THOMAS E. G. RANSOM 

was one of the first of the many thousands which 
Illinois sent to the field to ‘preserve the integrity 
of the Union. He had been a resident of Chi- 
cago, but started out ass company officer of 
Wallace's Eieventh [hinois Infantry, raised prin- 
cipaily at Ottawa. He soon reached a Majority, 
and then passed rapidly through the various 
grades notai he was comnussioned a Msjor-Gen- 
eral. While his regiment was stationed at Bird's 
Point, Mo., Ransom was almost constantly in 
command (Wallace commanding the post), If 
there was any active duty to be performed, any 
hazardous night expedition to be undertaken, 
Ransom was the ofan to do it, and he al ways did 
it well, mo personal safety or ease interfering, as 
the scars be carried to the grave attest. His 
heart was in hia work. It came to be 4 common 
remark, when any sudden movement was to be 
made, any Drospect of a skirmish or fight— 
** Well, Ransom goes in command, I want to 
go.“ And his men worshiped him, be was such 
a true soldier and gentieman. Wherever be went 
hw men followed with alaority, and when he gave 
an order it was ail right, and obeyed withont 
question. 

Ransom’s justice and modesty were well known 
and appreciated. The man who wcre a chevron 
on his arm knew hip right were aatred, aud that 
he would get equal justice at ‘Ransom’s hands 
with one who wore a bar or an eagle. After he 

been made a Brigediera circumstance o- 
ocurred whieh revealed ms charicter. The Rebel 
Van Dom had become very troublesome on the 
Cumberland and ‘Tennessee Rivers. and Ransom, 
with a considerable force, was sent up the latter 
river to Fort Henry to co-operate with Col. W. 
W. Lowe (dow at Omaha, Neh), of the Fiftn 
Iowa Cavalry. who was in command of a large 
section of country. Preparations were speedily 
completed for an expedition agmast the Rebel 
matauder and his horde of plusderers, and the 
fact was communi¢ated to Gen. Ransom, Col. 
Lowe adding: - “ Ey * ready, sir; we 
can move at daylight, if you think best ; ‘I await 
your orders.” No, no, Colonel, you have had 
command here for months, aod have dous your 
whole daty. Bank bas nothing to do with this 
matter. I insist that you command this expedi- 
tion.” And it was so; there was justice iu it. 
This same fair and homorabie conduct was the 
rule with him; & elan be GtherWise, for 
there was nothing grasping or untruthful ia his 
composition. 

When the final preparations were completed 
for Suer man's“ March to the Sea,” and the night 
before the advance was to move, Ransom tre- 
ceived his commission as Major-General. He 
had been falling w bealth, caused by overwork, 
as he wae tenacious in the

Brauns Orry oF Mo, April 13 1876.—

0 t Church has made a nning 
here, and had they the organization and faculty 
of self-abnegation which nas given the Catho- 
hes such wonderful su in proselyting the 
lower orders of mankind, there wonld be every 
hope of great success. Even now their prog- 
rees is encouraging, although their published 
reports in our country are considerably exag- 
erated. They have as yet failed to enlist many 
of the higher order of society in their enter- 
priee either actively or passively, although the 
Government has honestly determined that relig- 
ions shall be free in Mexico. Most of 8 
ple who seemed mterested in the New b 
movement were anti-Cathonhcs of the mid- 
die class. The Methodists seem to bare 
made the best progress, although Dr. 
lhky, of the Church of Engiand, appears 
to have been the pioneer worker bere. Our 
church people claim that the seed of this move- 
ment was sown by the scattered Bibles of the 
Mexicao war. This point is made with great 
Brevity. and is earnestiy believed aud supported 

y many arguments. Tue four Protemant de- 
nominations actively at work are, first, the 
Methodist Episcopal Church North, ander the di- 
rection of. the Rev. Dr. Butler. He has two 
chapels im the City of Mexico, and fifteen 
churches iu other leading cities of the Republic. 
He has two schools in the city, one exciusive- 
ly for orphans, with cher schools atched to 
the o churches. He has eight Spanish 
aod tive American preachers, who also teach, 
and four other teachers. This work bas been 
in progress three 2 and expeods about 632 
000 anpually. It has spent in tne City of 
Mexico upon its cha $44,000. Dr. Butler 
seems zealous io bis labors, and travels exten- 
sively over Central Mexico, allv superin- 
tending his entire field, li meelr in the 
City of Mexico. Becond, the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church South is under the supervision of 
Bishop Keener, who resides iu New Orleans, and 
visits the City of Mexico once a year, It has a 
handsome chapel in the city, costing $12,000, 
and six churches m other cities, besides a small 
beginning in Northern Mexico. It bas eight 
ministers and two teachers. It has two orphan 
and several other schools. These schools have 275 
attendants on their books, there were sixty- 
nine op the benches when I Visited them. This 
Church has three students m the States pre- 
pariug for the ministry, and its resources are 
about $12,000 annually. Third, the Presby- 
terian Church, under charge of the Rev. Mr. 
Hutchinson. who resides in the City of Mexico 
has about $12,000 aunually, both in Central and 
Northern Mexico. Desides ite Central Church, 
it hae seven branches in Central Mexico, tweive 
Spanish-speaking ministers, five Spanish and 
two American teachers, and three theological 
students in the States. Fourth, the English 
Episcopal Church, founded by Dr. Miley, has 
spent in Mexico $70,000, and the people here say 
bas made bad bargains. It has three churches 

in the city, and 
the city, 
which re- 


yards, or wherever‘copvenient. It greatly needs 
a good man to live in Mexico aud travel among 
their churches. The foregoing is a fair cepre- 
sentation of the status of the tant move- 
ment iu Mexico. The attendance tha: I saw on 
eoveral cecasions tn these various churches was 
from thirty to fifty, and in the gchoo from 
twenty te thirty-five. In the rohes they 
Game and went, as in the Catholic churches. 
The children 6 very bright, and I sup- 
pose are ex to fill Mexican pulpits. Ihe 
movement hes not gained the sympathy of any 
@onsiderable cumber of the better ciasses of 
Mexicans, nor do Americana coming here lend it 
much support or encouragement; but probably 
about what would be given by the same people 
at home to the subject of foreigu missions, a 
matter at present not warmly supported. 

I express no opinion upon the wisdom of this 
work, but have endeavored to represent it fairly. 
Those e in it have not at all times acted 
discreetly. I refer particularly to Bishop Haven, 
who when here wrote a book upon the country, 
which, in addition to grave faults in style and 
general tone, comivg froma clergyman, he bas 
introduced many imperious sneers at these peo- 
ple and their religion, which 1s not only in ex- 
ecrable taste, but has exasperated many of his 
Mexican readers, 

The churches already find fault with each 
other, the Church of England with the rest, for 
adding sects to what should have been simply 
Christ s Church, and they with the other for 
introducing robes and forme similar to the 
Roman Church. 

The movement has not been without its 
martyrs already, the murder of the Rey. Jobn L. 
Stephebs, andthe massacre at the Church cf 
Acupulco, about two years ago, being fresh in 


the minds of all.

How Non-Board Companies Are 
Affected by Its Action.

Incendiarism---Taxation of Receipts---A

New Yors, May 1:—The National Boa@d of 
Underwriters held its annual session in this city 
last week, and though the telegraph has doubt- 
less conveyed to your readers a summary of its 
proceedings, there were some peculiarities 
in what was accomplished and what was not ac- 
complished. In the first place, the general pub- 
lic must understand that this Board represents 
70 per cent of the fire insurance capital of the 
country (in this estimate the foreign companies 
are of course included), and that their proceed- 
ings have an important bearing upon the rate of 
every insurable fire-msk in the land. This Board 
ia the mainspring from which the local Boards 
in Chicago, and those in every other city, derive 
their power. Through the machinery created 
and kept in motion by this Board. rates are 
raised or lowered, and agents are held to a strict 
acconntability for their observafice. Ia 
many instances prominent jocal agencies 
have been broken up by the expulsion of the 
agent from local Board and the withdrawal 
of their commissions by the companies subse- 
quéntiy. The voice of the National Board is 
potent with the local agents everywhere, and the 


individual companies, carrying out with great 


unanimity the decrees of the Board, it is not 
only respected but feared. 
EFFECT UPON THE OUTSIDE COMPANIES. 

While it is true that the National Board 
represents 70 per cent of the capital which is 
to-day insuring the risks of tha couniry, it is 
also true that there are more companies out- 
side than inside the Board. But the Board 
companies, with their widely-extended system 
of agencies, cover more territory and offer really 
greater facilities for effecting insurance than the 
non- Board companies. The latter are con- 
sequently affected in their operations largely 
by the proceedings of the National Board, 
and to-day are indebted to it for the prineipal 
part of their business. It is well known that the 
non-Board companies, as a rule, ace pt risks at 
less than the tariff rates. Whenever a Board 
company drops s policy because the saesured 
will not pay the Board rate, the non-Board com- 
pany secures the risk; and if is not remarkable 
that, in the present era of hard times, thousands 
of people prefer taking the chances of cheap in- 
surance rather than pay high rates to the larg est 


companies. Hence the mon-Board institutions | 


are governed in a majority of the cities wherein 
they are represented by the rates fixed by the 
Board. Their tariff is just below that of the 
Board offices. .
